Atthree in the m rning of the l:t a hl ckade- 
running steamer named the Condor, the property of Mr. Alexander 
Collie, of London, while attempting to enter the mouth of the Oape 
Fear River, bad the misfortune, than*s to her blaodering pilot, to 
run sgroand in the breakers, withia 200 or 300 yards of the Con- 
federate gans in Fort Fisher. Tho Oondor was а new three fun- 
nelled steamer, auperb! y adapted for ber trade, with гелі oarrying 
capacity, drawi: g only seven fert cf water, aud swift as & sea 
swallow. Bhe was approaching Wilmington upon her first inward 
trip and brought out frem Greeno.k, whence she sailed in August 
last, several English and Confedera:o pissengers, and among them 
a lady named Mra Greenhow, wll known upon this con- 
tinent as baving, at ths commeuc-meut of the war, con- 
Cucted а spirited oorresporndenco with Mr. Seward at Wash- 
ington, and аз haviog b:en imprisoned by that aristocratio attorney 
Mra. Greenhow had passed many mouths іп England previous to 
miling in the Condor, and was returuiuy to share the increasing 
perils of her own country. After the Oindor took the ground, a 
Yaukee vessel was seen approaching through the gloom witha 
view to shelling or boarding tbe stranger. Mrs. Greeuhow, re- 
membering her long former imprisoument in Washing'ou, and ap- 
prehensive of i's repetition, insisted, agiin:t tha &dvice of the 
сар” іп, upon having а boat lowered, ard upon trusting herself 
to the tender mercies of the waves rether tuaa to those of the 
Yankees.

Directly the boat left the lecside of the vessel ahe жаз 
caught, broadside оп, by в huge breaker, and overturned. All the 
male passengers succeeded in clambering up and clutching the keci 
of the capsized ық) but ín the darkness and amid the desfening 
thunder of the breakers, nothing was seen or heard of poor Mra 
Greenhow. Her body was subsequent!y washod ashoro near Fort 
Fisher, and close beside it а heavy leather reticule, oontsining 
2,000 dollars in gold, which was b-lieved to have been slung round 
her neck when the boat wag vpet It is а strange prof of the 
strength of that boisterous sea that such a weighty article as this 
reticule shonld not have sunk, but should have been tossed up on 
the beach like а bit of seawced. Upon the afternoon of the 2nd 
Mrs Greenhow's body was committed to the grave at Wilmington, 
according to the rites of the Roman Catholic Church. A general 
feeling of gloom in connexion with the thought of the high hopes 
with which Mrs Greenhow returned to her native land, and of her 
having been tossed, a lifeless corpse, upon its inhospitable strand, has 
pervade! this community, which at this sad moment remembers 
only how zealous aud enthusiastic was her devotion to the Oon- 
federacy.”

A CLERICAL SWINDLER. 


Ar tho Northampton Quarter Sessions, Iaat week, tha Rov. Charles 
James, a clergyman of tho Church of Exgland, wae found guilty 
on no less than three indictments of obtaining goods by false pre- 
tenoes, and was sentenced to five years’ penal servitude. The career 
of the геу delinqueut has been one of a most extraordinary na'ure. 
He is а native of Oxford, avd after receiving his early education at 
the Grammer School connected with Magdalen College in that uni- 
versity, he was entered as a geutleman commoner at Oambridge. 
He was subsequently orained, and gradually relapsed into а course 
of life which has brought disgraca upou bis profession Some 
years ago, during the severe illness of the vicar, he was engaged 
to officiate аз & curate in a small parish іп the North Riding of 
Yorkebire, and being a good reader and preacher ho soon became 
в favourie with the congregation. The vicar, however, had no 
sooner left home than һө begun to show himself in his 
true colours. He dressed himself in а drab wideawake 
bat with blue ribbons, and engaged іп tho undignified calling 
of breaking in colte for the farmers Не made а point of dining 
at one farm, drinking tea at another, and supping at a third, 
and generaliy returned to his lodgings in а state of intoxi- 
cation. Such conduct could not, of course, be tolerated, and 
his curacy was brought to а premature termination, but before 
leaving the neighbourhood he mauaged to obtain a good quantity 
of wearing appsrel, besides leaving most of his bills unpaid The 
next thing he did was to order а new clerics! dress of Messrs. 
Bmi hand Co, clerical tailors, Scutnamptor-sireet, Strand, but the 
character of the fellow was discovered before the order was com- 
pleted, and се then resorted to a more ingenious method of raising 
the wind А poor schoolmaster advertised an organ for sale tor 
£50, and Mr. James opened negociations for the purchase of it, and 
eventually ordered it to be sent to Paddington Btation to ba left till 
called for. Iu tbe meantime he advertised the organ for sale, but 
the design was frustrated by the owner taking the instrament to 
London bim:elf, where Mr. James could not be found Не sub- 
ecqnently uuder went two month:' imprisonment in Oxford Gaol for 
leaving his wif» and family chargeable to the vnion, and was also 
imprisoned in Linco!n Gaol for four months Гог a felonious assault 
оп а butcher who had asked him for payment of Біз bill. After 
spending some time in Maidstone Gaol and Bt. Pancras Wo: khouse, 
he returned to Oxford, and resorted to various expedients for 
raising money. About Ohristmas he obtained a quantity of 
blankets from а firmat Leominster, on the plea that they were in- 
tended for distribation amongst the poor, and then disposed of them 
for а quarter of their value. He also об'а пей an harmonium, 
value twenty-two guineas, from Messrs. Evans and Oo, music- 
sellere, London. on the ground that it was required for а village 
near Chipping Norton, where he said he held a curacy, but on the 
receipt of the instrument he sold it for £8. In the month of 
August last he tcok up his quarters at а beerhouse at Fenny Btrat- 
ford, known as Denbigh Hali, from whith plase he wrote letter 
to Mes-ra. Norman aud Shepherd, drapers, Northampton, ordering 
twenty yards of black silk and two halt-mourning dresses, 
“ adapted to servants’ wear,’ to be seut to him. Thinking that 
Denbigh Hall was а genileman's mansion, and not a beerbouse, 
Messrs. Norman and Shepherd forwarded the goode to Mr. James, 
who immediately proceeded to convert the silk into cash by selling 
it to the landlady. Не aleo obtained goods from t wo other trades- 
men іп a similar way, for which offence he was found guilty, and 


sentenced, as has been already stated, to five years’ penal servitude.

“ After Muller had spent his money in purchasing the watch and 
chaip, he resolved to pawn the chain he had exchanged. He got 
£1 10s. in the Minories, and sold the ticket to his friend Haffa for 
12s. Thus he became possessed of £2 2. From a mark, һе 
thought the watch he bought at the docks to be а valuable one, and 
determined to keep it. With these £2 he redeemed his own watch, 
which he had pawned at the Minories, aud asked his friend Glass 
for the loan of 21, in order to redeem the chain al«o, and then on 
Wednesday morning pawn both together at the Weet-end for a 
higher price. He received £4 in Princess-street, and sold tbe ticket, 
ав proved, to Glass for £1 5з. The one pound lent was deducted 
Besides, he received from Mr. Repsch, who owed him £1 28 148. ; 

With the 
money thus acquired he bosght, on Wednesday, hia pasesge-tioket 
for £4, a mattrees for 7« 61, and paid le. porterage.

Vessels are constructed to 
resist these means of atteck with which their builders are familiar ; 
bat when those means are improved, the constragtion of abips 
must of necessity undergo modifcation. It might be suggested

The 
employment of iron and eteel, as а means of protection to the 
bulis of vessels, occasioned the most serious and the most costly 
of all the changes in the војепсе of shipbuilding which have 
been effecied in late years. Бо soon as it became mani- 
fest that а single armour-plated veesel could, with оош- 
parative impunity, destroy an entire flee: of ships unprovided with 
similar means of defence, it became incumbent on every maritime 
nation desirous of maintaining its previous position on the seas to 
construct а sufficient number of the new class of vessels to oom- 
pensate for the assumed inutility of their existing fleeta. When 
the intelligence of the exploits cf the Confederate iron-clad, the 
Merrimac, in Hampton Roads, reached this country, the Times 
slated thst the navy of Great Britain was virtually reduced to & 
single vessel, the Warrior, the ship now about to be dismantled ; 
and although this was the language of exaggeration, it furnishes а 
tolerable index of the state of public opinion on the respective 
merits of wooden вай iron-plated ships of war. The French 
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armour-clad frigates were thus conclusively demonstrated, 
had eet about the onstruction of several of this de- 
aoription of vessel, and we were, as а mere matter 
of precaution, compelled to follow their example. At the 
close of the parliamentary session of 1861 а supplemental 
vote of а quarter of a million was granted for the pur- 
pose by the House of Commons without even the semblance of 
opposition. The Warrior was the first of her class, and it is not to 
be wondered at that she bas not proved absolutely perfect. Since 
she was launched we have improved upon cur first model; and 
though a perfectly new ship, it is considered that she must now 
be submitted to alterations whioh our present experience teaches ug 
are essential. This is the best explanation which can be given for 
the order which has been issued by the Admiralty, and which is 
now on the point of being acted upon. We аге new to the art of 
pailding armour-plated vessels, and proficiency in it, as in all 
others, must be dearly purchased. But costly experiments should 
be closely watched, and no department of the Siate indulges in 
costlier ones than the Admiralty. The sameaanaallg voted forthe 
navy estimates аге immense; yet nevertheless, we always seem to 
be engaged in the reconstruction of the fleets. Vessels are built at 
an enormous expense, sent to sea for è few months, then docked, 
then dismantled, and then built over agaia.

Іт appears to be now olearly understood by both the belligerents 
in North America that, however the Presidential election may 
termiaate, tho war by which the reconstruction of the Union is to 
be effeoted will continue to be prosesuted with unabated vigour. 
This present month of November has long been looked forward to 
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ihe Northern population whioh feels the impossibility of theenter- 
prise which the remainder have uoderiaken, and which fondly 
anticipated that s change of Government and а change of policy 
would give to the American nation that pesos of whioh it has во 
much need. The time bas come, but without any of those resulta 
which two years since one could scareely have believed would 
have been even во long deferred. The war hes lasted during one 
Presidency ; М is now to be continued during another. Four years 
have not sufficed for the Federal Government to orush a re- 
bellion which, at ite commencement, it was boasted would 
be extinguished within ninety days; and now foor 
years more ме to be devoled to the name tak, if 
within that period it should mot happen to be accomplished. Im- 
mense әгтіед havo been raised, and bavo vanished like snow in the 
nooatide sun; but they have been replaced, and, if needs be, will 
be replaced again and again, in order to secure the restoration of 8 
republic which is supposed to have been the envy ol the civilized 
world. A debt, already of colossal proportions, ik is computed, 
will, in another year, equal that which Great Britain has socu- 
mulated in a century and & half, has been created; but that debt 
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will be doubled or quadrupled before the North will abandon its 
dream of once again seeing its dominions extend from Lake Ба- 
perior to the Gulf of Mexico. Buch is the language now held north 
of the Potomas, and the Oonfederate Government knows that it је 
not mere idle boasting. With & new lease of power—end it seems 
almost certain that be will obtain it—Mr. Lincoln will prosecute 
the war with renewed zeal. But even if the Democratic nominee 
should be installed in the White House, ће would employ the same | 
means аз bis ртедесеввот to secure what Mr. Pendleton, the De- | 
mocratic candidato for the Vice-Presidency, calle “the restoration 
cf а constitutional union."

DEATH FROM DESTITUTION. 


On Saturday, Mr. Jobn Humpbreys, Midólerex coroner, held an 
i: quiry at the Lord Nelson Tavern, Nicholl-street, Bethnal-green, | 
тегреслод the death, throuzh want, of a child named Elza Collin- 
ron ‘The jury having been emparelled proceeded io view tbe | 
body of the deceased, which lay in а back underground cellar, at 
14, Half Nicholl-street. This place was occupied by а family of 
eight persons. It wes about віх feet and а half high, and nine leet 
long by eight broad. "Tbe furnitu'e consisted solely of two back- 
Jess and bottomlees chairs, across one of which was nailed a board 
that did duty as а table. А very small bundlo of shavings in the | 
corner served аға bed; there were no bedclothes. Buch was the 
abode of this family, five сі whom had ouly just recovered from 
fever. 

Eliza Collinson, 14, Half Nicboll-sireet, a miserable-locking 
woman, who appeared to be dying, was the first witness called 
Бре said: The deceased. nine weeks old, was my child. My hus- 
band was а labourer. We had been in the workhouse since the 
3rd of September for fever. We left on last Tuesday week. My 
busband, myself, and one child bad fever in the house, and the 
two eldest children had fever in the hospital. The six children 
and my hasband and myself lived in the place where the jury saw 
the body. We lived under Mr. Wilson, builder, for ove year 
and a half before we went into the house, and he has let us go 
into this place till there is another ready. I do not know if 
there is to be any rent, but this ia hig day to call. I did not 
suckle the deceased, for I had no milk. I fed her on arrow-root 
aud а little bread and milk. I got about three farthings’ worth of 
milk а day, but I could not get all the farthings’ worth at once It 
could not take the bread. Deosased had not had the fever. Last 
Tuesday it was taken ill, and it died on Friday morning. I bad 
no doctor for deceased. My husband has brought home а few half- 
pence since we came ont of the house, but 1 did not take notice of 
how much. I bought twopenny worth of caue shavings to sleep 
on, and the box maker in the next cellar gave us some to sleep оп 
‘There are no blankets or coverletg ; we cover up with the children's 
things. We sleep on tbe floor, None of us have bad any meat or 
beer since we came out, but we had a herring aud some bread and 
butter and tea. The eldest cbíld bas got back to his place, at which 
he can make on an average 24 61. а week. We have nothing else 
He is nearly fourteen yeara of age We have no relief from the 

rish. When we left the house we got no money or blankets. 

ө do not belong to Bethnal-green but to Shoreditch, and we are 
being passed to Shoreditch. 

George Collinson, the husband of last witness, said that when 
they came out of the workhouse of B:thnal-green they found they 
could not get into any place, and the eame day they went to Shore- 
ditch Workhouse. They were refused admission into the casual 
ward until twelve o'clock at nigh:, and they were obliged to sit 
on the stones. This witness said that be had earned 5». a week, 
but it tarned ont that оп the previous week ђе had earned nothing 
—he was too weak to work. This last week he had made for three 
days 141. per diem, and he had borrowed from friends perhaps as 
much ав 4з. The landlord, he said, had not asked for any rent yet, 
but no doubt be wonld towards evening, and he would have to go 
away sgeip, for they bad none to give him. Witness had furni- 
ture before g ing into the house, but the landlord had seized it for 
a few weeks arrears. Тһе two broken chairs were left, and were 
taken care of by а neighbour. 71 һе deceased lived cn halfpenny- 
worths of arrowroot. They got the halfpenny worths two or three 
times in the day, or in the middle of the night, just as they could 
manage tho money. Witness had fourteen years’ good character. 
Mr. Runciemen asked why ће left the hcuse when he advised him 
not to do so. The witne:s replied that he had heard there was 
pleniy of work. Mr. Runcieman behaved quite as he should have 
done to wards him. . 

Dr. W. Gaylor described the extreme emaciation of the deceased's 
body, and ваза that it only weighed 6lb. Тһе cause of death was 
want of nourishment. Heshould say that the immediate cause of 
death was exbauetion from diarricea resulting from want and 
from exposure. The underground place in which the family 
lived was quite unfit for cight persons to live іп. The window 
at night wee closed by в shutter. 5 А 

Mre. Budd, whose daughter, Мг. Runcieman said, had just 
been removed for fever, was them called. She said that she 
lived in the top front room at 14, Half Nicholl-street. The 
family numbered five. She paid 2s 61 а week rent. A single 
woman lived in the next room. A family of three persons occu- 
pied the two rooms underneath. The front cellar was used by 
в box maker and his boy as в workshop; but they did not sleep 
in it. The Oollinsons lived in the back cellar, and they seemed 
to ће sober well-conducted ple. А 

The Coroner having summed up, the јату returned в verdict 
“That deceased died from the mortal effecte of exhaustion con- 
&equent on diarrboe, arising from want of nourishment and 
through exposure." The proceedings then terminated.

Он Monday evening ihe Right Hon. the Chancellor of the Excbc- 
пег went through the ceremony of publicly closing this Exbibi- 
B, Which opened with such eclat three weeks sgo, and which 
was on Monday night brought to а termination siter its brief 
career of unexampled and almost onhoped-for success. When thia 
Exhibition wes opened on the 14th of last month it was intended 
that ite curioue and most suggestive collection should remain on 
view during the two weeks only from nine a m. till five p.m ; the 
charge for admission was fixed at 61, but after the latter hour it 
was reduced to 24. to afford every faciliiy to the class to which the 
display was a'most solely due to visit it freely. Sach numbera 
lock advantage of this reduction of price that the hall during some 
oors hed to be closed and fur- 
ther admittance denied. On one evening between five and nine 
өсісек the turnstiles recorded the admission of no less than 22,000 
visltora, which, with 6 000 who had paid 64 during the day, made 
the total up to 28 000 in all, —a number that would do credit even 
to a national exhibition. Altogether, the average attendance during 
the fortnight amounted to nearly 18,070 per day. With such an 
evidenos cf popularity and success before them, the promoters

THE WELLINGTON COLLEGE. 


Tue Queen, accompanied by their Hoya! Highnesses Princese 
Helena and Prince Leopold, visited the Wellington O.llege on 
Friday, the 4th instant. 

‘The suite in attencance consisted of the Countess of Oaledon, 
the Hon. Flora Macdo"ald, Colonel the Hon Bir О. B. Phipps, Lord 
Ohsrles Fi!zroy, and Colonel the Hon. A. Hardinge 

The Queen, on arriving at the college, was received by the 
Rev. E. W. Benson, head master, and went over the whole of the 
establishment. 

Her Majesty went by special traing of the Great Western and 
South-Eastern Railways and returned by the road. 

The W:liivgton College, an engraving of which we give on page 
344, wes erected to the memory of the late Duke of Wellirgton. It 
is situate abont two miles from the Military Oollege of Sandburst, 
and the foundation stone of the edifice was laid by her Majesty, s0- 
companied by Prince Albert and the royal family, on tho dud of 
June, 1856. 

Her Majesty, from the commencement of the undertaking, took 
в deep interest in the college, and subscribed liberally towarde it. 
The sum collected was about £120,000, and, in the first instance, 
£80,000 was set apart for an endowment fund. 

The design of the building is a handsome Palladian elevation, 
havirg in front a stately facade in the later Italian style, and the 
remainder of the buildings forn, as is usual in buildings of this 
school, tho sidea of в quadrangle. Rows of windows run along in 
the roof, as in the Invalides, in Paris; and the whole іє surmounted 
by handsome iron railing, with opposite entrance gates. 


ALL SAINTS’ DAY —THE FETE DAY OF THE 
DEAD IN ,THE OEMErERY ОҒ MONTMARTRE, 
ABIS. 


Ox the 1st of November—All Saints’ Day—the Parisians hold a 
great and imposing festival at the graves of the dead. After attend- 
ing mass, which is said for the repose of the жолы souls, they 
repair to the cemetery where rest tbeir friends and relatives. 
Flo sers are plantedover their graves, and immortelles sre hung about 
the railings of the monuments, some of which are so constructed es 
to form chspels in which the friends meet to pray. The scenes 
witnessed on such occasions are very touching 

We give an engraving on page 345 of the cemetery of Montmartre 
on the above day. From tbe elevated ground on the right, the 
visitor bas an enchanting view of a deep hollow, om wotch the 
cyprus, the lilac, aud the honeysuckle flourish over the gravis of 
the dead; and at the extremity of the high ground, on which are 
handsome monuments to distinguished families, smidet a multitude 
of simple gravestones, are seen many stately monuments іп the 
form of antique tombs, columns. aud small temples—the most pro- 
minent being a lofty stona obelisk to the memory of & duohess of 
the great house of Montmorency. 

A correspondent writing from Aschaffenburg, in Germany, on 
the lst, says:— 

“This is All Saints’ Day, and іза great holiday in this little 
town, whoee population seems to be chiefly of the Roman Ostholio 
faith. Tue interior of the old church is gorgeously decorated with 
reperies, and banners. 
At half-past nine this morning it was full to overflowing, epe- 
cially—sfier the manner of all continental churcbes—with females. 
But the most wonderful thing in my sight, and one of the prettiest 
which the season has brought with it, is the dressing of the graves 
in the cemetery.” 
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ANOTHER GUNEOWDER EX PLOSION.—TWO LIVES 
T. 


Вкғонк the inquest on the bodies of the unfortunate persons who 
were killed at the late explosion st the rowder works of Messrs. 
John Hall and Son, at Erith, is closed, another catastrophe has oo- 
curred on the works belonging to the same firm at Faversham, by 
which two lives baye been sacrificed. About balf- past three o'clock 
on Monday afternoon a very loud report was heard, the cause of 
whioh proved to be an explosion іп а corning: house, situate about 
а, mile and а half from Faversham, вод forming а portion of the 
Oare works. Two men were in the house at the time, and they 
were both killed instantly either from the effect of ihe explosion or 
the debris of the building falling upon them. They were not, how- 
ever, to «ny very great extent disfigured, which may be accounted 
for from the quantity of powder that was in the house being small. 
There was, in fact, but very little powder, for the house had unly 
a short time previously been emptied, and the boat laden 
with the contents was on its way to tbe glazirg bouse, and not 
more than forty or fifty кода from the scene ot the catastrophe 
when the explosion took place.

The next morning, when 
it wos found that there was no English wan-of-war in port, the 
(filers of the Florida at onos concluded that the boas was irom the 
Gaited States steamer Wachuetts At nine am. the Florida was 
Vieited by a Brazilian naval officer, who was ішогшед by the com- 
mander that be wished for provisions and coa's, aud also, if possible, 
10 have в piece of machinery repaired The officer then went tu 
inform the President of the wishes of the commander, but before 
leaving ssid there must be no communicstion with the shore 
or Vessels unti he bemid trom tbe suthoritice.

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THE LATE MR. JOHN LEECH. 


Јони Гексн, the distinguished artist, 
the ornament and the mainstay of ; 
died on Saturday eveniog. tbe 29 ult, 
of angina pectoris. John Leech was but 
forty-seven years old. Оп Friday he 
was able to go out; on Saturday he had 
а children’s party at his house—he died 
that evening. No one loved children 
more than John Leech; their humours, 
their absurdities, their eaucinesses, found 
in him a grial and kind deliveator. 
Burely it was fitting thet heshould die in 
the company of those whom he loved so 
well. It was shooking that so great an 
artist, and so good а man, should die 
with almost appalling suddenness; but 
—if one might venture to say so—the 
friend of youths, the hearty [patron of 
all boyish sports, the cheery joker at the 
follies of boys and girls, has died while 
entertaining children. All who appre- 
ciate the keenest humour, unalloyed by 
coarseness, ill-temper, or pomy, will 
deeply npu the desth of John Leech. 
A most plesssut companion, а true hu- 
mourist, an artist of rea! genius, —where 
shall we find his successor 2 

John Leech was born in 1817, and 
was educated, like Mr. Thackeray at 
Charterhouse School. He was dee пей 
for the medical profession, but he very 
soon left іё, and took to art. It bas been 
ssid that he firet distinguished himself 
іп Punch. This is not the case, says the 
Era. He was the author of several illus- 
trations in the Charivari; ou, Le 7 
des Dames, and he was especially noted 
for his illustrations to “Jacob Diddle- 
croft,” which was afterwards reprinted in 
a separate form. In 1841 Mr. Leech 
was engaged on Punch At this time he 
was not generally known, and his “de- 
vice," in tbe corner of every sketob, was 
a leech in а bottle. Latterly the initials 
“J. L” bave been “familiar in our 
mouths as household words." 

It would be absurd to attempt to enu- 
merate the most amusing or the most 
effective pictures of Jobn Leech. All 
London knows his beautiful young girls, 
his chimney sweeps, his old girls aping 
their juniors, his young boys saucing 
their seniors his sketches in Hotten-row, 
his views in various watering- places. his 
pictures from France, from Wales, from 
Seotland. He-earned а great smount of 
popularity by his еке оһев of Mr. Briggs; 
and it is a curious ciroumstance that he 
Jeft town for Homburg on the day when

(ће 9th of July), and died on the day 
when Muller was convicted of the murder 
of Mr. Briggs.

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THE TWIN-SISTERS OF, MALTA.* 
FROM THE DUTCH OF MADAME BOSBOOM TOUSSAINT. 


How plessantly are not the rocky shores of Malta still reflected on 
the М эн blue surface of the Mediterranean sea, when the golden 
rays of the evening sun аге dancing upon it! 

Yet alas! This Malta, with its proud steps of granite, its 
threatening cannons, and its peaceful industry ; with ita simple 
flat roofs, and its fantaetio balconies; with the blood-red 
oranges, and the sweetest grapes in the world; the aged 
orphan of the old chevaliers, which languishes in eternai 
minority under English gasrdianship; this Malta is no longer what 
it formerly was. One would be wronging it to call it the shadow 
of ita bygone splendour, for the shadow resembles the original, if 
even only in uncertain end faint outlines ; but Malta hes entirely 
lost ita early forms. Perhaps here and there a single rare feature 
of ite past lustre reminds one that the Malta of the nineteenth 
century as little resembles that of the time of Hugo де Payens, өз 
the lords of the wooleack resemble the grand masters of old. 

A totally different life now prevails there. The dreaded enemy 
of the Mussalman faith, who enthusiastically brandished the Oroes 
against the Orescent, no longer claims iribute from Turk and 
Pagan; on the contrary, it has become a great custom-houre, while 
Eoglish toll-gatherera demand tribute from every sgil which is 
hoisted on the wide navigable waters of the Mediterranean Sea. 
The naked rocke, to which each Paladin Ъгоп а handful of earth, 
became a fruitful island, warmed by Africa's sun, and enlightened by 
European civilization. The poetioal abode of the pious knights 
has become the prosaic seat of extensive commerce; it is at once 
the blessed spot where, with each breath, one inhelea renovated 
health, and whither the aristocracy of England, the bonne societe 
of France, and fashionable travellers from every other natien, 
resort with pleasure. In short, Malta need not regret that it has 
kept pace with the times; it has not lost much of its consequence 
sinos it exchanged the white banner for the uvion jack of Great 

ritain. 

But I have allowed wyself to be too far carried away by my 
reflections, which aro во little suited to my insignificant tale. 1 
bad much better Lave said a few words about the women of this 
charming island those women so entirely peculiar, in whom the 
fire of the Arab females is so intimately blended with the capti- 
vating, languishing manners of those of Bicily, who in gracefal- 
ness yield precedence to none of their southern sisters.

GARDENING OPERATIONS FOR THE WEEK. 


Кїтснкн Garpeninc —Prooecd with the principal work cut out 
for last week. Get manure wheeled on to the quarters where it is 
гед ired, aud get ali врате ground well trenched. Oat down 
asparagus close to the surface of the ground; hoe ard rake off 
weeds ; cover up the boda with a good coating of rotten horge-dong ; 
and throw over the whole & covering of earth from the allega. 
Olean and dress herb beds for the winter, and throw over а slight 
cost of rotten dang to protect the roots from winter frosts. Admit 
air freely to endive and lettuce in frames, and sift dry dust osrefally 
amongst the plants to absorb moisture and prevent mouldinese. 

FLOWER GARDEN —Give picotees and carnations plenty of air 
and hight, аз clove confinement will make them sickly, while a 
slight frost will not hurt them. Таке up roots of lobelia, &c., and 
store them in a frame or boxes, until they require parting, іп the 
spring. Plant and train all hardy c'imbing p'ents against walls, 
arbours, &3. Lose по time in planting tulips, if uot already done. 
Look over ranunculuses to see that they are free from damp; also, 
look over pits and frames on а fine day, pinching off top shoots to 
keep the plants dwarf and bushy. 

Fruit GARDEN.—Prooeed with pruning and planting, as pre- 
viously advised. Fit in wall-rooted suchere of »sepberries in well- 
menured soil, and remove old steme that have porne fruit this 
year.

The Prinoe quickly alighte from 
the carriage, and he shakes avain and again the 
hand of each of tbe Belgian princes, and the t«o 
royal Jadies also seem to meet on the most cor- 
dial ard familiar term’. During the firat few 
minutes of thie interview the Com'e de Flandre 
held bis hat in his hand, as did all the gentle- 
men present, except the Prince of Wales and 
Iho Duke of Brabant. A little family proces- 
sion is now formed. The heir to the Belgian 
crown leada the way, supporting on his arm 
the Princess of Wales. The Prince of 
Wales follows, with the Dochess of Brabant 
leaning upon him, аза the younger Belgian 
Prince brings up the rear amongst the suite. Of 
those who accompanied tbe Belgian royal family 
ou the platform, and who were present to receive 
the Prince and Princ-ss, I noticed the wel- 
remembered figure of Oaptain Bower, the com- 
mander of the Usborne yacht. The gallant officer 
bad slready brought round the ship to Antwerp, 
and came up to receive the royal commands as to 
the time of embarkation. Outside the terminus 
were drawn up several of the Belgian royal car- 
risges. Into the fi st, а superb vehicle, drawn by 
four hors «s and preceded by outriders in scarlet 
liveries, were banded the Prinoe and Р.іпсевв of 
Wales, and the Duke snd Duchess of Brabant. 
There was а friendly atruggle at the door of the 
chariot, the Prince of Wales insisting—alter the 
two ladies were seated—that the duke should 
enter first. But the duke being at home, bos- 
pitably persieted in giving prec:dence to tbe 
Prince. The illustrious party drove to the town 
palace, where they were splendidly entertained at 
dinner by the eldest son and representative of 
the King. Later in the evening the whole pariy 
went to the Theatre Royal dea Galeries Bt. 
Hubert to witness “ Le Misanthrope et АЧ 
nat,” in which the principal performer is 
Braszenr, the famous comic actor of the Palsis 
Royal Theatre of Paris, who is just now playing 
for a fow nights at Brussels.
